Item 1. Applicant Information: Only one name/organization may be entered as applicant. Lease
address will be the address to which lease correspondence will be directed.

Item 2. Description of Land Applied For: All lands must be within one township. Description will be
legal subdivision described by section(s), a subdivision or lots. Acreage not to exceed one section or 640
acres for any application.

Item 3. Surface Ownership: Check status of surface ownership of the lands involved. If private
surface, list the name and address or the surface owner. This information is available in the county
records of the county where the lands are located.

Item 4. Mineral Commodity: Specify the type or group of minerals intended to be leased, such as:
